(h) endeavour that in case where all the items of the 
agenda of a meeting were not covered for want 
of time, the next meeting is held within 15 days 
for considering the remaining items. 

(B) Strategic Planning 

(a) participate in the formulation and execution of 
strategies in the best interest of the exchanges 
and contribute towards pro-active decision 
making at the Board level. 

(b) give benefit of his experience and expertise to 
the Exchange and provide assistance in strategic 
planning and execution of dicisions when the 
Board is in the throes of a raging controversy. 

(C) Regulatory Compliances 

(a) endeavour to ensure that the Exchange 
abides by all the provisions of the SEBI Act,
